ed« the viait ‘of Mr.: Montagu, 


Norman, Governor of the Bank of 
England, to.New York, which has 
been the’ subject of much Press 
speculation, has been. cleared up 
by the. announcement that an 
arrangement: has been entered 
irito between Mr. Norman'and Mr. 
Benjamin Strong, Governor of 
the Reserve Bank of New York, 
for the British Government to re- 
turn to the gold standard. . We}, 
are told that the American 
authorities are impressed with 
the. British financial: policy, and 
think that when the pound ster- 
ling reaches parity, it will remain 
there, and then it will be safe for 
}London again to be a frée gold 
market. It is only natural that 
‘the continued rise in the Anieri- 
can “exchange should bring the 
question of the final return of the 
pound sterling to, and its stabili- 
sation at, the pre-war value of 123 
grains of fine gold or 4,86-2/3rd 
American dollars into the region 
of practical politics.
